Confusing signs equal 
snowmobile problems 


‘Township treasurer resigns 


Jordan Township treasurer Laura 
Stanek will resign from her post effective 
April 1. 

Stanek made her resignation known in 
a letter to township supervisor Joseph 
Haney, Sr., dated Jan. 17. Though Stanek 
was not in attendance at the Jan. 23 meet- 
ing, no mention of her resignation was 
made by board members. 

“I’m surprised that it wasn’t discussed 
atthe meeting,” Stanek subsequently said. 
“IT thought they would let the people 
know.” 

“There was some kind of hush-hush 
talk before the meeting started that I didn’t 
getinon,” township trustee Darwin Morris 
said. 

Morris added that Laura Stanek had 
told him prior to her Jan, 17 letter of her 
plans to resign. 

“When she told me, it was in confi- 
dence, and she hadn’t contacted the su- 
pervisor,” he said. “I didn’t bring it up at 
the meeting because I didn’t want to 
betray her confidence. I didn’t know 
where the whole matter stood.” 

Attempts to reach Haney and township 
clerk Leona Stanek for comment before 
press time were unsuccessful. 

“If the clerk and the supervisor knew, I 
think they should have made the public 


aware,” Morris said. 

Laura Stanek would not state her rea- 
sons for resigning. “I’d love to, but I 
won’t,” she said. 

She added that she “chose not to go” to 
the Jan. 23 board meeting. “I may not go 
to the March meeting (the next one sched- 
uled), either,” she said. 

The treasurer explained her decision to 
stay on until April. 

“T feel that this year, with all the Pro- 
posal A changes, I should finish out the 
(tax) collection year,” she said. “By April 
1, my books should be balanced and sent 
in to the county treasurer.” 


“It’s not illegal, but it does seem un- 
usual,” Antrim County Prosecutor Charles 
Koop said of the township board’s lack of 
comment. “Perhaps they are hoping to 
talk the treasurer into staying.” 


James Galbraith, head of the Jordan 
Township Citizen Committee that is con- 
sidering recall action against Haney, 
Leona Stanek and trustee Lucy Lercel, 
said he was disturbed the township board 
made no mention of Laura Stanek’s res- 
ignation at their Jan. 23 meeting. 

“They're selectively deciding what 
people should know and what they 
shouldn’t,” he said.

The city has a snowmobile problem, 
and it’s not just a lack of snow. 

Signs directing snowmobiles through 
the city are generally placed improp- 
erly, according to Chief of Police Jerry 
Alward. He reported that he and DPW 
foreman Butch Breakey checked the 
route in early December and most of the 
signs were either in the wrong place or 
indicated the wrong direction. 

Alward said he is working with the 
public safety committee of the East 
Jordan City Council to rectify the prob- 
lem. 

But the signs are only part of the 
problem. Milton Street resident Fred 
Ingram complained at the Jan. 17 city 
council meeting about snowmobilers 
driving through his yard. Milton Street 
is on the trail taking traffic north out of 
the city. 

Police officer Paul Timmons ac- 
knowledged that trespassing is one of 
the main violations the department deals 


with regarding snowmobilers. 

“They go right across yards,” said 
Timmons. “It’s our biggest problem.” 

EJPD responds to complaints by is- 
suing traffic violations. 

“Snowmobilers are expected to ad- 
here to all laws and regulations pertain- 
ing to motor vehicles,” Alward empha- 
sized. 

Speeding is alsoa common violation, 
Timmons said, and the department is- 
sues tickets to snowmobilers as they 
would to a speeding motorist. 

Keeping snowmobiles off the state 
highways and sidewalks is another re- 
sponsibility of the police department. 
The only place snowmobiles are al- 
lowed on M-32 oron sidewalks is cross- 
ing Memorial Bridge. Drivers are di- 
rected to use only the south side of the 
bridge. 

With correct signage in place, the 
department will have fewer problems 
managing snowmobile traffic. Alward 
said he expects action soon. 

“It has to be done and it’s going to be 
done,” he said.

Bodem to chair ‘Tourism 
and Recreation Committee 


Speaker Paul Hillegonds announced 
that state Rep. Beverly A. Bodem, R- 
Alpena, will chair the House Tourism 
and Recreation Committee during the 
1995-96 legislative session. 

“By assigning Beverly to this key 
post I am anticipating another produc- 
tive term on tourism issues,” said 
Hillegonds, R-Holland. “She will build 
on her experiences from the shared- 
power agreement and focus on biparti- 
san problem-solving. With 11 bills 
signed into law last session, Beverly 
was among the top five members in the 
House.” 

Hillegonds cited Bodem’s 1993 revi- 
sion of Michigan's Tourism Policy Act 
and her extensive efforts to create the 
Genevieve Gillette State Parks Endow- 
ment Fund. The latter was an integral 
component of Proposal P, approved by 
voters last November. 

“Both measures will contribute to the 
success of Michigan tourism and 
Beverly was instrumental in getting 
them approved,” Hillegonds said. 

Bodem is strongly committed to rural 
tourism revitalization and infrastruc- 


ture improvements. 

“Industries and tourist attractions 
depend on good roads and bridges, 
Northern Michigan’s future will be en- 
hanced by maintaining and improving 
our transportation system,” Bodem said, 

The 106th District lawmaker also 
wants to cultivate innovative strategies 
between the public and private sector, 
such as the international ferry project 
between Alpena and Ontario. 

“This is an exciting time to be in- 
volved in tourism. As a new century 
emerges, so are many new approaches 
in the travel industry,” she added. 


Bodem said Michigan travel officials 
are planning an initiative to improve 
the hospitality service level of the state. 
They also want to emphasize product 
development as a tool for building eco- 
nomic activity through tourism. 


“Above all, we must sustain an ag- 
gressive promotional strategy to com- 
pete against other states in the region. 
This is essential if Michigan’s tourism 
industry is to thrive in the years to 
come,” Bodem concluded.

Giving becomes - 


learning for 
second-graders

It began with the desire to do something for others 
at Christmas. 

Hands-on lessons in civic responsibility, financial 
planning and budgeting, marketing, and nutrition for 
a group of enthusiastic second-graders were the re- 
sult. And the lessons will continue to affect not just the 
Students, but the many people they touched because 
of that first impulse. 

East Jordan Elementary School second-graders, 
along with teacher Kay Farrimond, decided to make 
angel ornaments to sell. Their goal was to make 
enough money to give something that would touch as 
many people as possible. 

After devising a plan for the angels, the students 
applied for and received a $50 loan from the bank 
(41¢ interest!) to purchase wood. High school shop 
class students cut the forms and the second-graders 
sanded, painted, and decorated their angels — six to 
eight angels for each child. With donations of paint, 
ribbon, and dried flowers, they were able to keep their 
angels affordable. 

Farrimond explained that the original price planned 
was $1, but they realized they didn’t have enough 
angels to sell at that price and still reach their target of 
$200. So the class raised the selling price to $1.50 
with or $1.25 without the dried flowers. 

“We sold all the angels!” reported class member 
Jeff Clabby. He and his classmates explained the 
entire project to visitors from East Jordan’s Care and 
Share Emergency Food Pantry. Margaret Thompson, 
the pantry administrator and Betty Sellers, the new 
president, were invited to the class for the second 
chapter of this success story, 

After the students paid off their loan and donated 
$150 to the city holiday decoration committee for new 
banners, they still had $36. 

“We brainstormed how we wanted to spend it,” said 
Farrimond. The final decision was to shop for the food 
pantry. Farrimond was presenting a nutrition unit, so 
groups of students were each given an imaginary 
situation requiring a meal. Armed with budgets and 
calculators, the students planned their menus and 
made their shopping lists. 

A trip to Glen’s was the climax of the project. 
Looking for the best prices, students made discover- 
ies about junk foods, as well as prepared foods versus 
individual ingredients, and chose nutritious and use- 
ful items for their donation. 

Thompson noted that the students also chose a 
number of Spartan brand foods, which she said made 
their gift go even further. The pantry redeems the 
labels for bonuses.

During the visit, students had the opportunity to ask 
questions of the pantry volunteers. Along with won- 
dering how the pantry started, students were curious 
about what the pantry looks like and whether every- 
one who uses it is very poor, 

“Not always,” said Thompson. “Maybe they just 
need a little extra help while the dad looks for a job. 
If anyone is in need, they can ask, and we give them 
help.” 

Thompson coincidentally was in the check-out line 
at Glen’s behind the second-graders as they spent 
their $36. She said she enjoyed the opportunity to see 
the young shoppers in action. 

“Tt was really fun watching them,” agreed Farrimond. 


The children themselves will no doubt remember 
this project with special affection, and the many 
lessons may make an impression that lasts them far 
beyond the second grade. 


The East Jordan Care and Share Emergency 
Food Pantry was started many years ago to help 
one needy family. This past holiday season, the 
pantry distributed 439 food baskets. 


The pantry is open all year, with regular hours 
from 9 a.m. to noon on Mondays and Thursdays. 
Emergency service is available by calling 536- 
7375. The pantry is located in the basement of 
the East Jordan Family Health Center.

PLEASE TAKE NOTICE THAT the East Jordan 
Planning Commission will hold a Public Hearing 
on Thursday, February 9, 1995 at 5:15 p.m. in 
City Hall, 201 Main Street, East Jordan, Ml, for 
the purpose of receiving public comments on 
amending the City’s zoning ordinance relative to 
church developments. Current zoning ordinance 
language requires that church developments be 
located on at least 5 (five) acres of property. The 
Commission is considering new text language 
that would reduce the acreage requirement to 2 
(two) acres for the first 100 seats of a main 
congregation hall.
